The amou nt of my investment 
wou ld not b e large if made b y a man 
of wealth, b u t in the aggregate it rep- 
iesents a considerab le su m to me. 
“The enterprise is legitimate as a 
b u siness proposition and I invested 
b ecau se I b elieved, as I still do, that, 
properly managed, the profits wou ld 
b e large. 
I looked into the b u siness 
as carefu lly as I cou ld, and b ecau se 
of my faith in its ou tcome, I hope and 
Relieve that the investment will in 
time produ ce a comfortab le estate 
for myself and family. 
“At one of their meetings the stock­ 
holders selected me as a director. At 
first I was disposed not to act in that 
capacity, for the,principal reason that 
it wou ld b e inconvenient for me to

to praise the assassins of King Carlos 
of Portu gal. 
There were 400 anarchists present 
at the meeting, and in spite of the 
effort to keep ou t 
spies, the police 
b ad a stenographer 
in hearing dis­ 
tance. It was the report of the police 
agent that cau sed the chief so mu ch 
concern. 
The speeces were so incendiay and 
the anarchists 
were 
so 
eager in 
their advocacy of assassination, that 
they recalled the dark 
days of the 
Havmarket tragedy, when the Chica­ 
go anarchists b ecame 
so 
b old that 
they b u ried b omb s in platoons of po- 
lice at the b ehest of their leaders. 
The principal speakers at the anar­ 
chist meeting 
Su nday 
night u rged 
more assassinations. 
They had as­ 
semb led at a call printed on red pa­ 
per and tacked to telephone poles 
and old walls. Formerly there were 
fou r grou ps of anarchists in the city. 
These grou ps were b roken u p after 
the hanging of 
the 
fou r anarchists 
two decades ago. Now in their place 
appear the “United Anarchist Grou p 
of Chicago.” Its memb ership emb rac­ 
es refu gees fom 
Ru ssia, 
Germany, 
Italy, Spain and Hu ngary. 
The most violent o£ | the speeches 
was delivered b y E. McTntosh. 
He 
said: 
“Who was McKinley? Was he any 
b etter than you or I or the king of 
Portu gal? Was he not a king 
who 
was pu t there b y a certain element 
to cru sh another 
weaker 
element? 
He got ju st what he 
deserved, the 
same as the king of 
Portu gal, and 
some more in this cou ntry ou ght to 
get the same thing right now. 
f 
am with the mob . I wou ld like to go 
cu t. right now with the mob b ehind 
me and kill every policeman on tfte 
streets and throw their b odies in 1he 
lake, like so many dead fish. I cou ld 
go right now and rob every store and 
kill right and left. 
“I am hu ngry. I have more respect 
for a rob b er than for any one of the 
u nemployed, b ecau se the rob b er gelS 
it, while the 
u nemployed 
has 
not 
sense enou gh to get it. They have no 
sense at all. In Ru ssia they are doing 
right. They kill policemen every day 
and they rob b anks 
arid 
leave re­ 
ceipts, saying the money will b e u s­ 
ed for the revolu tion. 
T fu lly sym­ 
pathize with the qu een of Portu gal, 
and I am sorry she did not meet the 
fate of her despotic hu sb and. 
My 
mother was a liar when she tau ght, 
me to b e honest and 
not to steal. 
The preacher was a liar when he told 
me to b elieve in God. They are all 
liars. The whole of society is a mass 
of liars.” 
The next speaker was a man nam­ 
ed Bent. He was comparatively mild, 
b u t Dr. Price stirred

the anar­ 
chists present to a high pitch of en­ 
thu siasm. fte said: 
“We ou ght to take all 
of the so- 
called sworn policemen, of this city 
down on Michigan avenu e and arrest 
all the u nemployed, who ride in car­ 
riages and moto cars. Then those ar­ 
rested shou ld b e pu t on a rock pile 
and at night locked u p 
in 
jail, as 
they are parasites. We will have to 
destroy the ru ling capitalistic class, 
ju st as the Portu gu ese king was des­ 
troyed.”

Lisljon, Feb .* 3.—King 
Carlos, 
of 
Portu gal and the Crown Prince Lu is 
Phillippe were assassinated Satu rday 
and the city is in a state of u proar. 
The king’s second son, 
the Infant 
Manu el, was slightly 
wou nded, 
b u t 
Qu een Amelie, who strove to save the 
crown prince’s life b y throwing her­ 
self u pon him, was u nhu rt. 
A b and of men waiting at the cor­ 
ner of the Praco de Commercio and 
ihe Ru a de Arsenal su ddenly sprang 
toward the open carriage in which 
ilie royal family were driving to the 
palace, and leveling carb ines, which 
they had concealed, u pon them, fired. 
The king and crowrn prince, u pon 
whom the attack was directed, w-ere 
each shot three times, and they lived 
tnlv long enou gh to b e carried to the 
marine arsenal nearb y, where they 
expired. 
Almost at the first shot the king 
fell b ack on the cu shions dying, and 
at the same moment the crowrn prince 
was seen to half rise and then sink 
b ack on the seat.

A strong gu ard was in at­ 
tendance, b ecau se of the recent u p­ 
rising in 1 he city and the discovery 
of a plot to assassinate Premier 
France and overthrow the monarchy. 
Bu t. the b and of mu rderers had select­ 
ed the most advantageou s spot for 
the commission of their crinv,, for 
they were concealed from the eyes 
cf the party u ntil the vehicle had 
come into the Praco de Commercio, a 
large squ are. 
Before any of the gu ard were awrare 
of what was happening, the assassins 
leaped to the carriage and instantly 
a fu sillade of shots rang ou t.

These were the opening w >rds of 
Jiutt&B John A. ahewiUL iusi night at 
the, close of the meeting of advocates 
of hig h license, in the course of which 
Vepinwi T. Hose and Boyle (J. Clark, 
in telling addresses, had showed up 
the prohib ition farce in Kansas City, 
Kas., with its joints, its vacant houses 
anil the all-round rottenness or ihe 
sy stem hy which it is falsely assert­ 
ed that Kansas prohib its the sale of 
liquo r, says the* Columb ia Trib une of 
Tuesday . 
On account of the fact that the 
meeting was known to he a meeting 
of the advocates of high license, and 
that a numb er of local optionists had 
gathered in the front of the house 
and jHssed and otherwise interrupted 
•Mr. Rose and Mr. Clark 
in 
their 
speeches, a large portion of the audi­ 
ence g o t up to leave when Judge 
Stewart got up to speak. 
This en­ 
rag ed the judge and he yelled, wav­ 
ing his arms frantically: 
“Run! 
you 
dirty 
cowards, run! 
Co wards! Cowards! 
Cowardfe! 
You 
wo n’t stay to listen to a man who, has 
spent $50,000,in b uilding up your city. 
It’s an outrage! 
A shame not to he 
treated fairly.” 
In view of the hissing and frequent 
interruptions of the speakers for high 
license and the further fact tin t dur­ 
ing all the meetings of the local op­ 
tio nists no nigh license advocate had 
ev er interrupted in any way, b ut had 
g iv en respectful hearing, the Judges

“Dear Folks: 
W e left the Port of 
Spain at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
b ut we had b een so b usy getting 
ready that we had had little time 
for anything else. 
We were due to 
leave Sunday morning, b ut were de­ 
layed b y not having sufficient coal. 
Our latitude is 9:47. 
“I will tell you ab out Trinidad. 
In 
the first place, Trinidad is the island, 
and the city, which is the capital and 
a port of Spain, has ab out 55,000 peo­ 
ple. 
The natives are a sort of a, cross 
b etween 
the 
negro and European. 
Thfere are quite a num b er of English 
people here, b ut the m ajority are 
Coolies. 
They 
wear 
very 
b right 
clothes, with arm s b are, and covered 
with silver b racelets, 
which 
they 
would not sell for anything. 
“The city Is very regularly la! 1 out, 
with streets and a great, many parks, 
stre e t cars, electric lights and many 
b eautiful b uilding*}. 
All houses are 
b uilt on the Spanish plan, on account 
of the heat. The hotels and club s are 
b uilt the sam e way. 
W hile here the 
. officers put up at the Union and Sa­ 
vannah hotels, so we all had places 
to stay when on shore. 
“ We m ost certainly spent a pecu-. 
liar Christmas. 
In the morning there 
were b oat race? and different am use­ 
m ents. 
We had our turkey and cran­ 
b erry sauce, b ut you cannot enjoy 
Christm as 
unless 
the 
w eather is 
cold. 
In the afternoon we all weut 
ashore. 
The island is simply covered 
with orange,

trees. 
I saw pretty orchids growing 
wild, larger than I have ever seen 
b efore.

“They have the funniest little rail­ 
roads for the accommodation of first, 
second aud third class passengers. 
This is all for Trinidad, b ut I might 
have an afterthought. , 
“Jan. 3—I hope this time next year 
to b e b ack on the Atlantic ocean;

the bucket shops after a local news­ 
paper had 
furnished Circuit Attor­ 
ney Sager and the grand jury the 
names of five firms which are said to 
he doing a bucket shop business. 
The detectives visited the places 
and found them filled with the same 
class of customers who traded there 
and 
lost 
everything 
when 
these 
houses were operated openly as buck­ 
et shops. 
The system of trading is 
said to have been slightly changed. 
In some instances “ puts and calls’* 
are now bought and sold, while for­ 
merly most of the trading was done 
on very narrow margins. 
Reports ha^c been in circulation 
for some time that the bucket shops 
were running, wide open, and that 
their proprietors had little fear of 
prosecution. 
Some of these bucket shops, which 
are now operating 
as 
commission 
houses, are said to be owned by the 
same people who made a fortune out 
of bucket shops before the new law 
went into effect. 
Agents for these 
men are said to visit daily some of 
these houses and check up the ac­ 
counts. 
The legitimate commission nonsos 
will not deal with this class of custo­ 
mers who trade at the bucket shops 
on account of the small orders.

St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 1.—The terms

Louis. 
Mirek, though clad in Catholic vest­ 
m ents and professing most of the 
Roman creed, has shaken 
off the 
authority , not only of the archbishop 
hut of the pope, and has originated 
w h a t” he term s an independent Catho­ 
lic church. 
He has drawn into levolt 
after him, he declares, 1,000 families 
from St. Casimlr's 
Polish 
Roman 
Catholic church at Eighth and Mul- 
lanphy streets. 
Mirek’s congregation has pin chased 
the old Presby terian church at Elev­ 
enth aiul Chambers streets, and is 
making ex tensive alterations. 
It will 
be dedicated in May , say s Fr. Mirek, 
at which time the insurgents from 
the Roman faith will emphasize theii 
defiance to the ecclesiastical authori­ 
ties 
of 
the 
diocese 
by 
parading 
through the streets. 
According to the priest, his con­ 
gregation has withdrawn 
from 
the 
Roman church to join the Polish Na­ 
tional church, an international organ­ 
ization, he say s, headed by a sy nod 
of Polish bishops. 
The church’s head 
in America, he say s, is Bishop F ran­ 
cis Hodur, of Pennsy lvania. 
“There is no such thing as a ‘Pol­ 
ish National church.’ ” said the arch­ 
bishop when tq ld of Mirek’s asser­ 
tions. 
“Neither is there such a thing 
in ex istence as a sy nod of Polish 
bishops. 
“These 
schismatics 
and 
malcon­ 
tents whom Mirek heads usurp the 
forms of the Holy Roman Catholic? 
church in order to draw the multitude 
and use them as a cloak to hide their 
heresy . They have oleced themselves 
outside the pale of the churcn.

them. 
The church’s loss is m t se ­ 
rious by their defection.

he heads 1,000 families.

The trouble which has culminated 


in Mirek’s declaration 
of independ­ 
ence began two y ears ago, just after 
Fr. Gnlelinski, parish priest of St. 
Casimir’s, absconded with the church 
funds. 
He left in his place one of his 
assistants, Father Plaza, to whom a 
considerable portion of 
the 
parish 
was 
devoted. 
Archbishop 
G’ennon, 
unable to find any record of Plaza’s 
ordainment as a priest, ejected him 
from the pulpit and ex communicated 
him. 
In his place he installed Fr. 
Theophlie Pudlowski, who is v-till in 
charge. 
Pudlowski was unpopular with the 
older members of the congregation, 
who said that his education in Ameri­ 
ca had estranged him from the Polish 
spirit, 
but 
he 
soon attached the 
y ounger element to him. 
He has the 
complete support of the archbishop. 
The adherents of Fr. Plaza with­ 
drew from the congregation so, n aft­ 
er Pudlcwski’s advent, and hehi m eet­ 
ings in Polish hall. 
I few weeks ago 
they decided to rebel from the Ro­ 
man church. 
They sought the assist­ 
ance and protection of Bishop Hodur, 
who sent Mirek -as their priest and

Well, knowing the cause, where are 
we ’o look for relief? 
I confess that 1 have been puzzled 
to find one. and have about coneluri- 
od that out only hope is to interest 
the women of the city in the prob 
lem and look to them 
for 
deliver­ 
ance from the evils that encompass 
us. 
Sedalia is a beautiful city , ideally 
located, with 
thousands 
of 
hand­ 
some homes, splendid 
public build­ 
ings, churches and schools. 
It 1ms 
miles upon miles of superbly pavea 
streets that have cost 
hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, and y et thes^ 
streets are allowed 
to 
disintegrate, 
are covered with mud in winter and 
dust and refuse in summer. 
Public 
utilities 
are 
allowed 
to 
tear 
them 
up 
and 
replace 
the 
torn 
places 
with 
careless 
and 
inferi­ 
or work, until 
now 
some 
of 
the 
streets that were but recently com­ 
pleted are filled 
from 
end to end 
with depressions, 
where water and 
mud accumulate, 
all 
because 
the 
torn up places 
were 
not repaired 
properly , and the city authorities re­ 
fused to sec that they were. 
Lamine street, 
paved 
within the 
last few y ears, is an ex ample of this 
gross, criminal carelessness. 
We are all familiar with the same 
policy of neglect which resulted in 
the total destruction 
of 
the Third 
street paving, and 
such damage fo 
that on Fourth street 
that 
the re­ 
pairs recently made cost the proper­ 
ty owners in some instances more 
than the original 
paving 
amounted 
to. 
Now, to get 
clean 
streets, 
the 
policy , of the people, 
and especially 
.the women of the city , should he to 
.agitate the subject, and keep agitat- 
j ing it. A crusade should he inaugu­ 
r a t e d and a campaign 
of education 
started until every person in Sedalia 
will become enthused with the idea 
and enlist in the cause. How to be 
gin the campaign is. of course, a se­ 
rious thought. How to make it most 
effective? How to arouse the most 
enthusiasm 
How to produce the b e st 
results? 
One of the most successful plans 
which has come to my attention was 
carried out in Saginaw, Mich., 
re­ 
cently , and, as I understand, 
it re­ 
sulted in a sweeping 
revolution 
In 
that city . 
Those interested got to 
get her and appointed, not a general 
house-cleaning day , 
but 
a general 
town-cleaning day . 
It was placed far enough ahead to 
■give ample time for Iho plan to he 
matured, 
and 
the 
women’s 
clubs 
merchants, newspapers 
and 
public 
spirited citizens 
generally 
unitedly 
talked it and boomed it, until noth­ 
i n g ‘was thought of hut the project. 
Pledges were secured 
from occu 
pants of property that they would on 
t that day clean their 
alley s, 
their 
lawns, and those on paved thorough 
fares their streets. The city authori­ 
ties agreed to furnish the teams to 
carry 
away 
the 
refuse, 
and 
the 
movement swung along with a grand 
impetus. 
Early in the morning dp the day 
appointed every 
one 
was at work, 
y oung and old, rich and poor, 
and 
by the afternoon the city presented 
an appearance 
of 
cleanliness 
and 
brightness never before known in its 
entire history . 
This idea can he followed up by 
q uarterly cleaning day s and gradu­ 
ally reduced to monthly ones, as the 
good effects are seen and appreciated 
by the peonle. 
I offer this as 
a suggestion that 
may he acted upon 
here 
if 
it Is 
thought wise by those interested. 
Until a change 
is 
made - in the 
manner of selecting 
our 
municipal 
officers, or until the income of the 
city is increased very materially , T 
fear there is little prospect of 
the 
streets being given the care and at- 
that 
they 
should 
receive, 


I am sure that I know of no good 
reason why I should have been chos­ 
en to talk to y ou on the subject giv­ 
en me today , unless it be that I am 
intensely anx ious that some of the 
prevailing conditions in 
Sedalia be 
remedied, and that 
better, 
cleaner 
and more beautiful surroundings be 
given all of us who make this city 
our home. 
I am, however, deeply sensible of 
the honor that 
has 
been conferred 
upon me by being permitted to give 
my views to an organization which 
stands for the h ig h e r'a n d more ele­ 
vating things of this world, as does 
Sorosis, and I beg to thank y ou very 
sincerely for the distinction accorded 
me by this privilege. 
In the first place, what has been 
and is the cause of the evils com­ 
plained of in 
the 
city 
e? 
Sedalia? 
Why have they not been remedied 
long before this? 
W hat stands in 
the way of a remedy , and why stand 
we idly waiting even 
now? 
The 
answer, briefly , is partisan politics. 
Unq uestionably 
there 
has 
been, 
enough money raised in various way s 
in the citv of Sedalia, in loans se- 
k 
cured by bonds, in tax es for paving 
streets and in direct 
and 
indirect 
tax ation during 
its ex istence as a 
city to have made 
it 
a 
veritable 
Garden of the Gods, had that money 
been ex pended as 
a business man 
ex pends his—wisely , judiciously and 
for the best interests of all concern­ 
ed. In other words, if this one great 
menace to American municipal gov­ 
ernment had not 
for y ears had its 
blighting, greedy 
hand 
upon 
the 
throat of the city 
and 
crushed its 
every effort 
for 
advancement 
by 
the foulness of 
its 
touch and tlm 
strength of its grasp, there would be 
no just cause for complaint, for we 
would have all that should justly be 
ours. 
As a general 
proposition,

politics has no place in 
city 
gov- 
» eminent.

a horse, cart and man to J 
I have seen this practice 
successfully , one town of 
which I know having had it in force 
for y ears. The work of sweeping is 
done by porters or errand boy s, be­ 
ing part of their regular duties, the 
same as sweeping the 
floor of the 
store or cleaning the windows. In that 
particular city today there are scores 
of prosperous and wealthy merchants 
whose first work in their business ca­ 
reers was sweeping 
the 
paving in 
front, of their places of employ ment — 
and they are proud of it. too. 
This sy stem could be put into ef­ 
fect successfully in Sedalia on portions 
of Main, Second and Third streets 
only , and only on them, where the 
business houses 
run 
consecutively *. 
But to insure its accomplishing the 
results desired an ordinance would 
have to be passed compelling the oc­ 
cupants of business houses 
to 
per­ 
form the work, otherwise it would 
he necessary to have 
an iron clad 
agreement with each and every mer­ 
chant to do it, as manifestly it would 
bo folly to have a majority clean the 
street, while a few who didn’t would 
be sandwiched in between. I believe 
however, that enough pride and am­ 
bition could be aroused among the 
business men so they would gladly 
undertake the work, 
and 
those who 
would at first object would he sham­ 
ed inio following their neighbor’s ex ­ 
cellent ex ample. 
Cleaning the paved 
streets 
with 
water from fire 
hy drants 
is 
per­ 
haps 
the 
most 
feasible 
method, 
where, as is the case here, a lack of 
money seems to be the chief obsta­ 
cle to civic cleanliness. This method 
is very inex pensive, and, if properly 
sy stematized, would help very m ate­ 
rially in bringing 
about 
the condi­ 
tions so earnestly wished for. 
Tt 
should he done at stated times, and 
every paved street in the city should 
he included in its benefits. The best 
time for this work to he done, espec­ 
ially on the business streets, is af­ 
ter the traffic for the day is over, 
as then it would not interfere with 
and frrghten the teams that are al­ 
way s 
numerous 
during 
business 
hours. 
This brings 
up 
another q uestion, 
that of employ ing 
the street men. 
Here again politics enters, for here 
again comes the reward for political 
service. 
Men are employ ed for this* 
work, not because they are strong, 
active and 
energetic, 
but 
because 
they have votes and can control oth­ 
ers. They work listlessly and per­ 
functorily . looking not to accomplish­ 
ment, but to killing 
time, 
waiting 
only for the q uitting 
hour. 
Old 
mon, unfit for manual labor of any 
sort, and y oung men. too lazy to hold 
a job for a minute where work is ex ­ 
pected, arc 
hired, 
simply 
because 
they have a “pull” with the may or or 
aldermen. 
Watch 
the nex t street, 
gang y ou meet, 
notice 
how 
they 
work and see if I am not. correct in 
the statement made, broad a^ tit. is. 
Personally . T am heartily in favor 
of working city 
prisoners 
on 
the 
streets. Alway s there are from one 
to a dozen worthless characters in 
the city jail, doing nothing and cost­ 
ing the tax pay ers 50 rents a day ’’or 
food. The so-called punishment is a 
pleasure to them, for it means meals 
and lodging and 
idleness. 
If 
wc 
would put them on the streets and 
make them work it would have two 
beneficial effects. 
First, those com­ 
mitting crimes would pay for tliplr 
transgressions, and in pay ing would 
render some benefit to the commu­ 
nity whose laws they arc constantly 
breaking. Second, it would also act as 
a preventative of crime and serve to 
drive from the city a class of worth­ 
less and vicious characters who com 
mit 
depredations 
with 
impunity , 
knowing that at most they can only 
be confined behind bars and grow fat 
at public ex pense. 
Almost every one admits that tins 
plan is the logical one. and that the 
streets could he kept clean at very 
little ex pense were it followed; but 
hero again politics Interferes. Alder­ 
men are afraid to 
vote 
for it. be 
cause, forsooth, it might ruin their 
political standing. 
During

believe that if Sorosis will take hold 
of it this park 
may

bloom and flourish 
and 
reach 
the 
highest ideal of those who believe in 
beautiful out door places. The plan 
that I have in mind ic to make a 
flower garden of all that portion of 
the park 
immediately 
surrounding

Writing from Japan, an American 
say s: 
“You must come here to ap­ 
preciate some of the quaint customs 
and usages which contact with other 
peoples has not y et driven out. 
To 
read about them gives y ou only a poor 
idea. For instance, did y ou ever k now 
what an important thing a piece of 
string is here? The children, work men 
idlers, servants, all carry pieces of 
string for use in case of emergency . 
“With us the emergency would arise 
only when a parcel had to be done up, 
but the Jap uses his piece of string as 
a first aid to the injured, to repair a 
rent in his clothing, to fix a brok en- 
down jinrik isha, to mend tools, to tak e 
measurements and, in fact, the string 
is his universal tool chest. 
“The queerest use to which it is put, 
according to my way of think ing, is 
when a police officer arrests a man, 
ties a bit of string about the arrested 
man’s wrist and then leads him by the 
loose end of the thin hempen fetter to 
the lock up. 
You ask : ‘Why doesn't 
the Jap crook break the string and 
find a gateway ?’ 
He could, but he 
would not. 
That’s where his respect 
for the law comes in, and the bit of 
string holds the man as securely as 
though he were manacled by our own 
humane chilled steel, nick el-plated and 
snap-lock ed method.”

Thumb Is 
Easily the Most 
of the Digits. 
Important 


You have only to grasp a pen or a 
tool of some sort to realize that the 
different fingers are far from having 
the same value with reference to their 
usefulness in performing work . Much 
the most important is the thumb, for 
without it prehension would be very 
imperfect. The hand is no longer pin­ 
cers, but merely a claw, when deprived 
of the thumb. 
It may be estimated 
that the thumb represents fully a 
third of the total value of the hand. 
The total loss of the thumb is esti­ 
mated by competent authorities as 15 
to 35 per cent, for the right and 10 to 
15 per cent, for the left hand, except 
for work ers in art, when 40 to 50 for 
the right and 25 to 40 per cent, for the 
left hand comes nearer the value. 
The total loss of the index finger 
causes an incapacity estimated at 
from 15 to 25 per cent, for the right 
hand and 10 to 15 per cent, for the 
left.

creates so considerable an amount of 


city planning History as have the last 
twelve months, it will be understood 
that ihe history of seven years—all 
of them active— is tor. long to do jus­ 
tice to in a newspaper article. 
As was said at a recent eif .'-plan 
dinner in Toronto, “the re-casting of 
cities, that they mav lie more conve­ 
nient and beautiful, is in the at*'. The 
whole continent is affected.’* 
It is a 
sort of municit al “grip,” 
but 
w r y 
beneficent in its effect. 
However, the essential thing, if not 
the most drastic, is why cities go into 
this work . 
It is a long stovy; but, 
briefly,* it may he said that the bene­ 
fits to be derived are three-fold. They 
lie in a bettering of those circulatory 
problems that have been created by 
congested traffic; in the imarovem. nt 
of social 
conditions in 
many drec- 
tions; and in increasing the visible 
splendor of cities. 
The demand has grown out of Hie 
necessities created by an unexpect­ 
edly 
large 
and 
rapid 
municipal 
growth. 
Urban conditions have so 
changed that 
recasting is required; 
streets that 
were sufficient for the 
town cannot carry the traffic which 
a metropolis pours upon them; the 
children of the poor who formerly 
had access to the country in a few 
moments’ walk are now fenced in by 
miles of closely built up streets; pub­ 
lic building is hidden by crowding 
sk y scrapers, and gardens have •given 
place to the closed rank s of mason­ 
ry. 
The replanning of cities 
D 
con­ 
cerned with all of these matters, be­ 
cause it has to do with the urban 
framework , as this is made up of 
streets and avenues and open spaces 
of one sort and another. 
It treats of 
the sk eleton of the city, of that which 
gives to the city its constructural 
form; and it must tak e the broad and 
comprehensive viewy considering the 
needs not of districts only, but of tbe 
community as a whole. 
It has little to do with detaibs, such 
as billboards, pavements, etc., 
but 
it is intimately concerned with the 
large 
problems 
of 
transportation; 
with the convenience of tbe tdreets 
for traffic purposes; with tbe proper 
location, and, if possible, the group­ 
ing, of public buildings; with the de­ 
velopment 
of 
neighborhood centers 
which shall become a moral and so­ 
cial force; with the location of park s 
and their accessibility to those who 
most need them; qnd with the at­ 
tractive development 
of 
residential 
and suburban tracts. 
The good city plan report consi lers 
not one and another of these m at­ 
ters; but all of them together. They 
are all parts of one great remould­ 
ing of cities, modernizing them by re­ 
casting them as far as may be on 
scientific lines—which is to .-ay, on 
lines of business convenience, 
of 
good sense, of social service, end of 
good look s. 
It cannot even be said that, gen­ 
erally speak ing 
one phase is more 
important than another; 
the 
m ar­ 
velous spread of the movement is due 
to recognition of the fact that no city 
which is progressive, or which even 
wishes to seem so. can do without 
such a report. 
Yet this recasting, it is important 
to observe, does not mean loss of in­ 
dividuality. That is the most precious 
tiling a city has. 
Rather, in so far 
as the expression 
of the city is wor­ 
thy. the new plans emphasize its spe­ 
cial characteristics. 
The first thing which is look ed for 
by him who adequately approaches 
the problem of city planning is that 
intangible something which the city 
says, which is the secret of irs own 
peculiar charm 
among cities. 
And 
when he lias found this, it tempers 
his whole recasting 
of 
the 
city; 
subtly, unconsciously, it 
affe# ts his 
every scheme. 
A man might be wondrously .earn­ 
ed in engineering, in landscape de­ 
signing. and in architecture; 
Imt tin- 
less he was so sympathetic to the 
spirit of cities that he could catch 
the individual expression of each, he 
must fail in the mak ing of city plans. 
There should he something said of 
the spirit in which this remak ing of 
cities is undertak en and authorized. 
You will hear half a dozen motives 
announced for the ordering of the 
work . 
The citv is to be Improved to 
k een pace with other cities, to draw 
tourists, to correct evils: hut it all 
simmers down to one thing—public 
spirit.

Secretary Taft 
has u rgently recommended the imme­ 
diate passage of a law providing for 
compensation to employes of the gov­ 
ernment inju red in the work of the 
Isthmian canal, and that $100 000 be 
appropriated for this pu rpose each 
year. 
I earnestly hope this will be 
done; and that a special bill will be 
passed covering the case of Yard mas­ 
ter Banton, who wras inju red nearly 
tw'o years ago wfhile doing his du ty. 
He is now helpless to su pport his 
wife and his three little boys. 


The Inj unction Problem. 
I again call you r attention to the 
need of some action in connection 
with the abu se of inju nctions in labor 
cases. 
As regards the rights and 
wrongs of labor and capital, from 
black listing to boycotting, the whole 
su bject is covered in admirable fash­ 
ion by the report of the Anthracite 
coal strik e commission, w'hich report 
shou ld serve as a chart for the gu id­ 
ance of both legislative and execu ­ 
tive officers. 
As regarls inju nctions, 
I can do little bu t repeat what I have 
said in my last message to the con­ 
gress. 
Even thou gh it were possible 
I shou ld consider it most u nwise to 
abolish the u se of the process of in­ 
ju nction. 
It is necessary in order 
that the cou rts may maintain their 
own dignity and in order that they 
may in effective manner check dis­ 
order and violence.

The interstate commerce com­ 
mission shou ld be provided with the 
means to mak e a physical valu ation 
of any road as. to which it deems this 
valu ation necessary.

roads. In no other way can ju stice be 
done between the private owners of 
these properties and the pu blic which 
pays their charges.

ognized As a prac .ai m atter it is 
then often absolu tely 
necessary 
to

nocent stock holders who have pu r­ 
chased their stock in good faith. The 
u su al effect of su ch inflation is there­ 
fore to impose u pon the pu blic an 
u nnecessary 
bu t 
everlasting

while the innocent pu rchasers of the 
stock are also harmed, find only a 
few specu lators are benefitted.

Favors Railroad Traffic Association?*, 
In this connection I desire to re­ 
peat my recommendation that rail 
ways be permitted to form traffic as* 
social ions for the pu rpose of confer­ 
ring abou t and agreeing u pon rates, 
regu lations 
and 
practices affecting 
interstate bu siness in 
which 
the 
members of the association are mu ­ 
tu ally interested. This does not mean 
that they shou ld he given the right 
to pool their earnings or their traffic. 
The law requ ires that rates shall be 
so adju sted as not to discriminate 
between 
individu als, 
localities, 
or 
different species of traffic. 
O’dinar- 
ily, rates by all competing lines mu st 
be the same. 
As applied to practical 
conditions, the railway operations of 
this cou ntry cannot be condu cted ac­ 
cording to law withou t what is equ iv­ 
alent to conference and agreement. 
The articles u nder which su ch asso­ 
ciations operate shou ld he approved 
by the commission; all their opera­ 
tions shou ld be open to pu blic in­ 
spection; and the rates, regu lations, 
and practices u pon which the.v agree 
shou ld he su bject to disapproval by 
' the commission. 
I u rge this last provision with the 
same earnestness that i do the oth- 
, ers. 
This cou ntry provides its rail- 
* way facilities 
by 
private 
capital. 
Those facilities will not be adequ ate 
u nless the capital employed is assu r­ 
ed of ju st treatment and an adequ ate 
retu rn. 
In fixing the charges of ou r 
railroads, I believe that, considering 
the interests of the pu blic alone, it 
is better to allow too liberal rather 
than too scanty earnings, for, other­ 
wise, there is grave danger that ou r 
railway development may not k eep 
pace with the demand for transpor­ 
tation. 
Bu t 
the 
fu ndamentil idea 
that these railways are pu blic high­ 
ways mu st be recognized, and they 
mu st be open to the whole rwhile 
u pon equ al terms and u pon reason­ 
able terms. 
The Anti-Trust Law. 
In reference to the Sherman anti­ 
tru st lawr, I repeat the recommenda­ 
tions made 
in my message at the 
opening 
of the present 
congress, as 
well as 
in my message to the pre- 
The attempt in this 
in sweeping terms 
against all combinations of whatever 
character, if technically in restraint 
of trade as su ch restraint has been 
defined 
by the cou rts, 
mu st neces­ 
sarily be either fu tile or mischievou s, 
and sometimes both. The present law” 
mak es some combinations illegal, al­ 
thou gh they may be u sefu l to the 
cou ntry. 
On the other hand, as to 
some hu ge combinations w'hieh are 
both noxiou s and illegal, even if the 
action u ndertak en against them u nder 
the law by the government is su ccess­ 
fu l, the resu lt may he to work hu t a 
minimu m benefit to the pu blic. 
Even 
thou gh the combination be brok en 
u p and a small measu re of reform 
thereby produ ced, 
the 
real 
good- 
aimed at cannot be obtained, for su ch 
real good can come only by r thor­ 
ou gh and continu ing su pervision over 
the acts of the combination in all its 
parts, so as to prevent stock water­ 
ing, improper forms of competition, 
and, in short, wrongdoing generally. 
The law shou ld correct that portion 
of the Sherman act. which prohibits 
all combinations of 
the

above described, whether 
they

reasonable or u nreasonable; bu t this 
shou ld he done only as part of a gen­ 
eral scheme to provide for this effect­ 
ive 
and 
thorou ghgoing su pei vision 
by the national government of all the 
operations of the big interstate bu si­ 
ness concerns. 
Ju dge Hou gh, of New 
York , in his recent decision in the 
Harriman case, states that congress 
possesses the power to limit the in­ 
terstate operations 
of 
corporations 
not complying 
with

safe­ 
gu ards against the recu rrence of ob­ 
noxiou s practices, 
and 
to 
license 
those which afford the pu lfiie ade­ 
qu ate secu rity against methods cal- 
and 


mak e it evident that they will exact 
from property and from the employer 
the du ties which shou ld necessarily 
accompany these rights; 
and hith­ 
erto ou r laws have failed in precisely 
this point of enforcing the perform­ 
ance of du ty by the man of property 
tow'ard the man who work s for him, 
by the man of great wealth, espe­ 
cially if lie u ses that wealth i:i cor­ 
porate form, toward the investor, the 
wage work er and the general pu blic.

Against Stock Gambling. 
I do not k now' whether it is possi­ 
ble, bu t if possible, it Is certainly de­ 
sirable, that in connection with meas­ 
u res to restrain stock watering and 
over capitalization there shou ld be 
measu res tak en to prevent at least 
the grosser forms of gambling in se­ 
cu rities and commodities,

Legitimate pu rchases of com­ 
modities and of stock s and secu rities 
for investment have 
no 
connection 
whatever with pu rchases of stock s 
or other secu rities or commodities on 
a margin for specu lative and gam­ 
bling pu rposes. 
There is fio moral 
difference between gambling at cards 
or in lotteries or on the rade track 
and gambling in the stock mark et. 
One method is ju st as perniciou s to 
the body politic as the other in k ind, 
and in degree the evil work ed is far 
greater. 
Bu t it is a far more difficu lt, 
su bject with which 
to deal. 
The 
great hu lk of bu siness transacted on 
the exchanges is not only legitimate, 
bu t is necessary to the work ing of 
ou r modern Indu strial system, a nl 
extreme care wou ld have to be tak en 
not to interfere with this bu siness 
in doing away with the “bu ck et shop” 
type of operation. 
We shou ld stu dy 
both the su ccess and the failu res of 
foreign legislators who, 
notanly

line, so as not to do anything harm­ 
fu l. Moreover, there is a special diffi­ 
cu lty in dealing with this matter by 
the federal government in a federal 
repu blic lik e ou rs.

Fact Is the Empire State Has Never 
Been a Maker of Presidents, 
According to a W ashing­ 
ton Correspondent. 


New York has 78 votes in the nex t 
rep ublican 
rational 
conv ention— 
more than, any other state bi the 
union, writes the Washington corre­ 
sp ondent of the Boston Transcrip t. 
A p retty good nucleus for a p resi­ 
dential candidacy , one would natur­ 
ally suggest. 
Friends of Secretary Taft are p oint­ 
ing out that New York’s sup p ort in a 
rep ublican national conven'tiou has 
heretofore availed but little; for New 
York has been consistently Unhap p y 
in national conv entions. 
On a few 
occasions the choice of the nation 
has receiv ed the sup p ort 
of 
New 
York—as in the case of the renomina­ 
tion of President McKinley and the 
nominaton of Presdent Roosevelt, for 
instanc*. 
Since the birth of the rep ublican 
p arty in 1856, thirteen national con­ 
v entions hav e been held. 
Reading 
the history of these conv entions, the 
imp ortance of the fimp ire state as a 
maker of p residents may readily be 
gauged. 
Tlie first conv ention was held at 
Philadelp hia in 1856. 
John C. Free- 
mont was nominated. 
He received 
the solid sup p ort of New Yo k. 
He 
was defeated at the election by James 
Buchanan. 
The conv ention of I860 was held 
at Chicago. 
Abraham Lincoln was 
nominated on the third ballot. 
New' 
York sup p orted William II. Seward 
throughout the contest. 
The second Lincoln convention was 
held at Baltimore. The sentiment for 
Lincoln 
win 
p ractically unanimous, 
Missouri alone standing out against 
him. 
New York couldn't help hit it 
right that time. 
In 1868, at Chicago, and in 1872, at 
Philadelp hia, Grant was the unani­ 
mous choice of his p arty . Again New 
York had to sup p ort the winner. 
But in 1876. at Cincinnati, there 
was a struggle. 
New York had come 
p rep ared to nominate Roscoe Conk- 
ling. 
Rutherford B. Hay es won 011 
the sev enth ballot. 
New' York’s vote 
had been for Conkling up to that 
tim*. 
The conv ention of 1880 was held in 
Chicago. New York again went down 
in defeat. 
Giant received thu bulk 
of the New Ycrk votejs until the de­ 
ciding ballot—the thirty -six th—when 
twenty New' York delegates cast their 
votes for the nominee, Garfield. 
In 1884, at Chicago, when James G. 
Blaine was nominated on the fourth 
ballot, New' York’s votes were divid­ 
ed among Arthur, Blaine, George F. 
Edmunds. Josep h R. 
Hawley 
and 
Robert T. Lincoln. 
The convention of 1888 was held 
at Chicago. 
Harrison was named on 
the eighth ballot, and not until then 
did New' York turn to the successful 
candidate. 
On the third ballot the 
vote of the state went to Ohauncey 
M. Dep ew, with one vote for Blaine. 
Harrison was renominated at Min­ 
neap olis in 1892, on the first ballot. 
New Yo**k gav e him 27 votes, casting 
3o for Blaine and 10 for McKinley . 
At St. Louis, in 1896, New York 
guessed wrong again. 
McKinley , the 
nominee, receiv ed but 17 votes, as 
against 55 for Levi P Morton. 
{ 
Four y ears later it was a cPHe of 
“Hobson’s choice” svith New York. I 
McKinley was renominated at Phila-j 
delp hia by acclamation. 
And again j 
in 1904 New York couldn’t go wrong. 
Roosevelt was nominated at Chicago 
by acclamation.

Lincoln 
was 
renominated, both times on Grant, on
